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Appeals court upholds 
Indiana University's 
vaccine mandate 
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(AP) — A federal appeals court ruled Mon- 
day that Indiana University can proceed with 
its plan to require students and employees to 
get vaccinated for COVID-19, in what is the 
highest court decision regarding college im- 
munization mandates. 


The Chicago-based appeals court upheld an In- 
diana district court judge's ruling that found that 
the university was acting reasonably "in pursuing 
public health and safety for its campus communi- 
ties." 


Both courts rejected a request by eight IU stu- 
dents who sought to block the requirement while 
they challenge its legality, claiming that it would 
violate their constitutional rights by forcing them 
to receive unwanted medical treatment. 


The policy makes vaccination a condition of at- 
tending the university, and students who don't 
want to get vaccinated can also seek "ample ed- 
ucational opportunities" elsewhere, according 
to the appeals court ruling. Still, the vaccination 
policy allows exemptions on religious and medi- 
cal grounds, which the court said provides consti- 
tutional accommodations for those who qualify. 





"Once again, the court has affirmed our legitimate 
public health interest in assuring the safety of our 
students, faculty and staff and we are excited to 
welcome our community back for the fall semes- 
ter," the university said in a statement Monday. 


James Bopp, a lawyer for the plaintiffs who takes 
on conservative political causes, said he would ask 
the U.S. Supreme Court to review the rulings, 
which legal experts say are the first from federal 
courts regarding college immunization mandates. 
Similar lawsuits against student vaccine require- 
ments at the University of Connecticut and the 
California State University system are awaiting 
action. 


College officials across the country have struggled 
with whether they have the authority to require 
student vaccinations, which some see as key to 
returning campus to in-person classes and other 
normal activities. 


Bopp argues that such vaccine requirements vio- 
late their rights to "bodily autonomy" and that the 
COVID-19 vaccines differ from other immuni- 
zations frequently required for college students, 
such as for measles and meningitis, because of 
their newness and the lower risks that younger 
adults have of suffering from severe bouts of CO- 
VID-19. 
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$1 trillion infrastructure debate finally opens in Senate 


(AP) — Senate Majority 
Leader Chuck Schumer 
sought to speed up con- 
sideration of a nearly $1 
trillion bipartisan infra- 
structure package Mon- 
day, promising that Dem- 
ocrats would work with 
Republicans to put to- 
gether amendments. GOP 
senators cautioned that 
they needed time to digest 
the massive bill. 


Formally the Infrastructure 
Investment and Jobs Act, the 
proposal clocked in at some 
2,700 pages late Sunday af- 
ter a hurry-up-and-wait rare 
weekend session. The final 
product was not intended 
to stray from the broad out- 
line a bipartisan group of 
senators had negotiated for 
weeks with the White House. 
Schumer has said a final vote 
could be held “in a matter of 
days.” 


“Let's start voting on amend- 
ments,” Schumer said as the 
Senate opened for business 
on Monday. “The longer it 
takes to finish the bill, the 


longer we will be here.” 


A key part of President Joe 
Biden's agenda, the biparti- 
san bill is the first phase of 
the president's infrastructure 
plan. It calls for $550 billion 
in new spending over five 
years above projected fed- 
eral levels — one of the most 
substantial expenditures on 
the nation’s roads, bridges, 
waterworks, broadband and 
the electric grid in years. 





The Republican leader, Sen. 


Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky, will play a key role in 
the bill's final outcome. So 
far, he has sided with those 
voting to allow debate to pro- 
ceed, but he has not signaled 
how he will ultimately vote. 
He described the bill Mon- 
day as a “good and important 
jumping off point” for a ro- 
bust, bipartisan amendment 
process. He also warned 
Democrats against setting 
“any artificial timetable.” 


“Infrastructure 1s exactly the 
kind of subject that Congress 
should be able to address 
across the aisle,” McConnell 
sald. 


Senators and staff labored 
behind the scenes for days to 
write the massive bill. It was 
supposed to be ready Friday, 
but by Sunday, even more 
glitches were caught and 
changes made. 


Late Sunday, most of the 10 
senators involved in the bi- 
partisan effort rose on the 
Senate floor to mark the un- 
veiling of the text. 


“We know that this has been a 
long and sometimes difficult 
process, but we are proud 
this evening to announce this 
legislation,” said Sen. Kyrsten 
Sinema, D-Ariz., a lead ne- 
gotiator. The bill showed “we 
can put aside our own politi- 
cal differences for the good of 
the country,” she said. 


Sen. Rob Portman of Ohio, 
a Republican negotiator, 
framed the legislation as 
something that would help 


the U.S. better compete with 
China and would make the 
“economy more efficient, 
more productive” after years 
of struggle getting a public 
works bill off the ground. 


“People have talked about 
infrastructure in this city for- 
ever,” Portman said. 


Over the long weekend of 
starts and stops, Schumer re- 
peatedly warned that he was 
prepared to keep lawmakers 
in Washington for as long 
as it took to complete votes 
on both the bipartisan infra- 
structure plan and a budget 
blueprint that would allow 
the Senate to begin work lat- 
er this year on a massive, $3.5 
trillion social, health and en- 
vironmental bill. 


Republicans counter that 
they just had a chance to be- 
ein fully reviewing the bill 
late Sunday. 


“We shouldn’t sacrifice ad- 
equate time on this bill 
merely because the Demo- 
cratic leader would like to 
spend next week jamming a 
100% partisan piece of leg- 
islation through the United 
States Senate,” said Sen. John 
Thune of South Dakota. 





Among the major new invest- 
ments, the bipartisan package 
is expected to provide $110 
billion for roads and bridges, 
$39 billion for public tran- 
sit and $66 billion for rail. 
There’s also to be $55 billion 
for water and wastewater in- 
frastructure as well as billions 
for airports, ports, broadband 


internet and electric vehicle 
charging stations. 


The spending is broadly 
popular among lawmakers, 
bringing long-delayed capital 
for big-ticket items that cities 
and states can rarely afford on 
their own. 


Paying for the package has 
been a challenge after sena- 
tors rejected ideas to raise 
revenue from a new gas tax 
or other streams. Instead, it is 
being financed from funding 
sources that might not pass 
muster with deficit hawks, 
including repurposing some 
$205 billion in untapped 
COVID-19 relief aid, as well 
as unemployment assistance 
that was turned back by some 
states and relying on project- 
ed future economic growth. 


Some Republicans are wary 
of another large spending bill 
after a series of COVID relief 
measures have boosted the 
national debt. 


“lve got real concerns with 
this bill,” said Sen. Mike Lee, 
R-Utah. 


Bipartisan support from Re- 
publican and Democratic 
senators pushed the process 
along, and Schumer wanted 
the voting to be wrapped up 
before senators left for their 
August recess. 


Last week, 17 GOP senators 
joined all Democrats in vot- 
ing to start work on the bill. 
That support largely held, 
with McConnell voting yes 
in another procedural vote 





to nudge the process along in 
the 50-50 Senate, where 60 
votes are needed to overcome 
a filibuster and advance leg- 
islation. 


Whether the number of Re- 
publican senators willing to 
pass the bill grows or shrinks 
in the days ahead will deter- 
mine if the president’s signa- 
ture issue can make it across 
the finish line. 





The bipartisan bill still faces 
a rough road in the House, 
where progressive lawmakers 
want a more robust package 
but may have to settle for this 
one to keep Biden’s infra- 
structure plans on track. 


The outcome with the bi- 
partisan effort will set the 
stage for the next debate over 
Biden’s much more ambi- 
tious $3.5 trillion package, 
a strictly partisan pursuit of 
far-reaching programs and 
services including child care, 
tax breaks and health care 
that touch almost every cor- 
ner of American life. Repub- 
licans strongly oppose that 
bill, which would require a 
simple majority for passage. 
Final votes on that measure 
are not expected until fall.

(AP) — An Idaho lawmaker ac- 
cused of violating ethics rules by 
publicizing the name of an al- 
leged rape victim in disparaging

ethics hearing Monday that she 
did nothing wrong and claimed 
the allegations against her were 
politically motivated. 


Republican Rep. Priscilla Giddings 
became the subject of two ethics 
complaints by about two dozen law- 
makers after she publicized the rape 
accuser’s name, photo and personal 
details about her life in April by shar- 
ing links to an far-right news article 
on social media and in a newsletter to 
constituents. 


The Legislature’s ethics committee 
scheduled the public hearing after 
finding probable cause that Giddings 
engaged in “conduct unbecoming a 
representative, which is detrimental 
to the integrity of the House as a leg- 


The lawmaker accused of raping the 
intern, Republican Aaron von Eh- 
linger, resigned earlier this year after 
the ethics committee recommended 
he be removed from the Statehouse. 
Von Ehlinger has denied all wrong- 
doing. The rape allegation is under 
investigation by police. 


When Giddings entered the eth- 
ics hearing on Monday, she was met 
with applause, shouts of support and 
a standing ovation by some support- 
ers in the audience — which includ- 
ed some militia members and others 
with far-right political activist groups. 
Some wore shirts with messages of 
support, including “victims for Pris- 
cilla,” and “Stand with Priscilla, fight- 
ing for our freedom.” 


In her opening statement, Giddings 


said the ethics investigation was little 
more than an unfair attack by politi- 
cal opponents and said she was exer- 
cising her constitutionally protected 
right to free speech by sharing the 
link that revealed the intern’s identity. 


Giddings also said she believed the 
outcome of the hearing had been pre- 
determined and left the hearing room 
after making her statement while the 
panel continued its work, saying she 
would return only if required by the 
ethics panel. 





Rep. Brooke Green, a Democrat and 
one of the bipartisan group of law- 
makers that signed onto an ethics 
compliant, said that the other two 
dozen lawmakers who also signed the 
complaint were approached individu- 
ally and not told who else was signing 
to ensure that political motivations 
didn’t play a part. 
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US employers ratchet up the pressure on the unvaccinated

(AP) — Employers are 
losing patience with un- 
vaccinated workers. 


For months, most employers 
relied on information cam- 
paigns, bonuses and other 
incentives to encourage their 
workforces to get the COV- 
ID-19 shot. Now, a growing 
number are imposing rules 
to make it more onerous for 
employees to refuse, from 
outright mandates to requir- 
ing the unvaccinated to un- 
dergo regular testing. 


Among employers getting 
tougher are the federal gov- 
ernment, the state govern- 
ments of California and New 
York, tech giants Google and 
Facebook, the Walt Disney 
Co. and the NFL. Some 
hospitals, universities, res- 
taurants, bars and other en- 
tertainment venues have also 
started requiring vaccines. 





But the new measures are 
unlikely to affect many of 
the millions of unvaccinated 
Americans. 


Many of the companies that 
are requiring shots have 
mostly office workers who 
are already largely vaccinat- 
ed and are reluctant to work 
alongside those who aren’t. 





In contrast, major compa- 
nies that rely on low-income 
blue-collar workers — food 
manufacturers, warehouses, 
supermarkets and other store 
chains — are shying away 
from mandates for fear of 
driving away employees and 
worsening the labor shortag- 
es such businesses are facing. 


Tyson Foods, for instance, 
said about half of its U.S. 
workforce — 56,000 em- 
ployees — has received shots 
after the meat and poultry 
processor hosted more than 
100 vaccination events since 
February. But the company 
said it has no plans to impose 
a mandate to reach the other 


half. 


Walmart and Amazon, the 
country’s two largest private 
employers, have also declined 
to require its hourly workers 
to get vaccinated, continu- 
ing to rely on strategies such 
as bonuses and onsite access 
to shots. But in a potentially 
powerful signal, Walmart said 
employees at its headquarters 
will be required to get vacci- 
nated by Oct. 4. 


The biggest precedent so 
far has come from the fed- 
eral government, the nation’s 
largest employer. President 
Joe Biden announced last 


week that all federal employ- 
ees and contractors must get 
vaccinated or put up with 
weekly testing and lose privi- 
leges such as official travel. 


The federal government has 
said it will cover the costs of 
the weekly tests. As for other 
employers, insurance may 
pay for such testing at some 
workplaces but not others. 


Biden’s decision could em- 
bolden other employers by 
signaling they would be on 
solid legal ground to im- 
pose similar rules, said Brian 
Kropp, chief of research at 
consulting firm Gartner’s 
human resources practice. 


But Kropp said some com- 
panies face complicated con- 
siderations that go beyond 
legalities, including deep re- 
sistance to vaccines in many 
states where they operate. 


Retailers like Walmart might 
have a hard time justifying 
vaccine requirements for 
their workers while allowing 
shoppers to remain unvacci- 
nated, Kropp added. Stores 
have mostly avoided vaccine 
requirements for customers 
for fear of alienating them 
and because of the difficulty 
in trying to verify their status. 


In surveys by Gartner, fewer 
than 10% of employers have 
said they intend to require all 
employees to be vaccinated. 


But a shift is building amid 
frustration over plateauing 
vaccination rates and alarm 
over the spread of the more 
contagious delta variant. 


On Monday, the U.S. finally 
reached Biden’s goal of dis- 
pensing at least one shot to 
70% of American adults — 
but a month late and amid 


a fierce surge that is driving 
hospital caseloads in some 
places to their highest levels 
since the outbreak began. 
The president had hoped to 
reach his target by the Fourth 
of July. 





The Union Square Hos- 
pitality Group, a group of 
New York City restaurants 
and bars founded by Danny 
Meyer, 1s now requiring em- 
ployees and customers to be 
vaccinated by Sept. 7. 


The San Francisco Bar Own- 
er Alliance, a group of about 
300 bars, made a similar de- 
cision following a meeting 
where “the thing that stood 
out was anger and frustra- 
tion” toward vaccine hold- 
outs, said founder Ben Blei- 
man. 


While some companies fear 
vaccine mandates will drive 
workers away, the pandemic 
itself is also causing absentee- 
ism. Bleiman said he recent- 
ly had to close his bar for a 
night after his bartender, who 
was fully vaccinated, tested 
positive and a replacement 
couldn’t be found. 


Some employers are con- 
cluding that requiring vac- 
cines is simpler than trying to 
come up with different rules 
on masks and social distanc- 
ing for the small number of 
unvaccinated employees. 


BlackRock, the global invest- 
ment manager, is allowing 
only vaccinated workers into 
its U.S. offices for now and 
said people will be free to 
go maskless, as local health 
guidelines allow, and sit next 
to each other and congregate 
without restrictions. The 
firm said 85% of its U.S. em- 
ployees are vaccinated or in 
the process of getting shots. 





Matthew Putman, CEO of 
New York-based high-tech 
manufacturing hub Nano- 
tronics, said he agonized 
over his decision to impose 
a vaccine mandate on his 
more than 100 employees. 
As it turned out, nearly all 
of them were already vacci- 
nated, though he dreads the 
prospect of having to fire any 
holdouts. 


“I hate the thought. But if it 
has to happen it has to hap- 
pen,” Putman said. “I lost a 
ton of sleep over this but not 
as much sleep as I’ve lost over 
the fear of infection.” 


Other mandates could pro- 
vide a clearer test of the po- 
tential for employee backlash. 


Hospitals and nursing home 
chains, for instance, are in- 
creasingly requiring the vac- 
cine. So far, such mandates 
have survived legal challeng- 
es. More than 150 employees 
at a Houston hospital system 
who refused to get the CO- 
VID-19 shot were fired or re- 
signed after a judge dismissed 
an employee lawsuit over the 
requirement. 


Atria Senior Living, which 
operates more than 200 senior 
living communities across 
the country, was among the 
first to mandate vaccines for 
its staff in January. 


It worked. Nearly 99% of 
Atria’s 10,000 employees are 
vaccinated, and only a tiny 
fraction quit over the re- 
quirement, said CEO and 
Chairman John Moore. 


“Our residents deserve to live 
in a vaccinated environment. 
Our staff deserves to work in 
a vaccinated environment,” 
Moore said. 





With evictions resuming, tenants scramble for assistance 


(AP) — The eviction sys- 
tem, which saw a dramat- 
ic drop in cases before a 
federal moratorium ex- 
pired over the weekend, 
rumbled back into ac- 
tion Monday, with activ- 
ists girding for the first of 
what could be millions of 
tenants to be tossed onto 
the streets as the delta 
variant of the coronavirus 
surges. 


Landlords tired of waiting for 
federal rental assistance were 
in court hoping to evict their 


tenants, while families from 
Ohio to Virginia turned up 
before judges hoping for a 
last-minute reprieve. In De- 
troit, at least 600 tenants with 
court orders against them 
were at immediate risk. 





“It’s very scary with the mor- 
atorium being over,” said Ted 
Phillips, a lawyer who leads 
the United Community 
Housing Coalition in De- 
troit. 


The Biden administration 
allowed the federal morato- 


rium to expire over the week- 
end and Congress was unable 
to extend it. House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi called for an 
immediate extension, call- 
ing it a “moral imperative” 
to prevent Americans from 
being put out of their homes 
during a COVID-19 surge. 

The Biden administra- 
tion had hoped that historic 
amounts of rental assistance 
allocated by Congress would 
help avert a crisis. But the 
distribution has been pain- 
fully slow: Only about $3 bil- 
lion of the first tranche of $25 


billion had been distributed 
through June by states and 
localities. A second amount 
of $21.5 billion will go to the 
states. 


More than 15 million people 
live in households that owe as 
much as $20 billion to their 
landlords, according to the 
Aspen Institute. As of July 5, 
roughly 3.6 million people in 
the U.S. said they faced evic- 
tion in the next two months, 
according to the U.S. Census 
Bureau's Household Pulse 
Survey. 


In Rhode Island on Monday, 
Gabe Imondi, a 74-year-old 
landlord, was in court hop- 
ing to get an eviction execu- 
tion — the final step to push 
a tenant out of one of four 
housing units he owns in 
nearby Pawtucket. 


Imondi said he and his ten- 
ant both filed forms for the 
billions in federal aid meant 
to help keep tenants in their 
homes but so far, he said, 
he hasn't seen a cent of the 
state’s $200 million share. 
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Poland grants visa to Belarus Olympian who fears for safety 


(AP) — Poland granted 
a visa Monday to a Be- 
larusian Olympic sprinter 
who said she feared for her 
safety and that her team’s 
officials tried to force her 
to fly home, where the 
autocratic government 
was accused of diverting a 
flight to arrest a dissident 
journalist. 


An activist group that is help- 
ing athlete Krystsina Tsima- 
nouskaya told The Associ- 
ated Press that it bought her a 
plane ticket to Warsaw for the 
coming days. 


The current standoff appar- 
ently began after Tsimanous- 
kaya criticized how officials 
were managing her team — 
setting off a massive back- 
lash in state-run media back 
home, where authorities 
relentlessly crack down on 
government critics. The run- 
ner said on her Instagram ac- 
count that she was put in the 
4x400 relay even though she 
has never raced in the event. 


The runner was then appar- 
ently hustled to the airport 
but refused to board a flight 
for Istanbul and instead ap- 
proached police for help. 
In a filmed message distrib- 
uted on social media, she 
also asked the International 
Olympic Committee for as- 


sistance. 


“I was put under pressure, 
and they are trying to forc- 
ibly take me out of the coun- 
try without my consent,” the 
24-year-old said in the mes- 
sage. 


The rapid-fire series of 
events brought international 
political intrigue to an Olym- 
pics that have been more fo- 
cused on operational dramas, 
like maintaining safety dur- 
ing a pandemic and navigat- 
ing widespread Japanese op- 
position to holding the event 
at all. 


Belarus’ authoritarian gov- 
ernment has relentlessly tar- 
geted anyone even mildly ex- 
pressing dissent since a presi- 
dential election a year ago 
triggered a wave of unprec- 
edented mass protests. And it 
has also gone to extremes to 
stop its critics, including the 
recent plane diversion that 
European officials called an 
act of air piracy. 


In this context, Tsimanouska- 
ya feared for her safety once 
she saw the campaign against 
her in state media, according 
to the Belarusian Sport Soli- 
darity Foundation, the activ- 
ist group that is helping her. 


State media have continued 


to come down hard on ši- 
manouskaya. Presenters on 
state TV channel Belarus 1 
called her decision to seek 
asylum “a cheap stunt” and 
“a disgusting act,” and de- 
scribed her performance at 
the Olympics as a “failure.” 


Tsimanouskaya competed 
for Belarus on the first day 
of track events Friday at the 
National Stadium in Tokyo. 
She placed fourth in her first- 
round heat in the 100 meters, 
timing 11.47 seconds, and 
did not advance. 


She was due to compete again 
in the Olympic 200-meter 
heats on Monday, but she 
said her team barred her 
from participating in a com- 
plaint filed with the Court 
of Arbitration for Sport. She 
asked the court to overturn 
that decision, but the body 
declined to intervene. 


Tsimanouskaya’s next steps 
were not clear. Szymon 
Szynkowski vel Sek, a Polish 
deputy foreign minister, said 
the runner asked for the hu- 
manitarian visa for now and 
can still seek refugee status 
once in Poland. Vadim Kriv- 
osheyev, of the activist sports 
foundation, said she planned 
to seek asylum. 


Athletes seeking asylum at 


global sporting events is 
nothing new — though Tsi- 
manouskaya’s circumstances 
differ from the typical situ- 
ation. Requests for asylum 
were especially frequent dur- 
ing the Cold War but they 
have also happened occasion- 
ally in the decades since. As 
many as 117 athletes defected 
at the Munich Olympics in 
1972, according to reports at 
the time. At least four Roma- 
nians and a Soviet associated 
with the Olympics defected 
at the Montreal Games in 
1976. And Cuban athletes 


have frequently done so. 





Underscoring the serious- 
ness of the allegations, sev- 
eral groups and countries say 
they are helping the runner. 
Poland and the Czech Re- 
public offered assistance, and 
Japan's Foreign Ministry said 
1t was working with the In- 
ternational Olympic Com- 
mittee and the Tokyo Olym- 
pics organizers. 


The IOC, which has been in 
dispute with the Belarus Na- 
tional Olympic Committee 
ahead of the Tokyo Games, 


said it had intervened. 


Many critics of Belarus’ gov- 
ernment have fled to Poland. 
A top Belarusian dissident 
in the country, Pavel La- 
tushka, said Tsimanouskaya 


and those supporting her had 
sought assistance from vari- 
ous European governments, 
but Poland was the quickest 
to respond. 


Marcin Przydacz, one of the 
country’s deputy foreign 
ministers, said on ‘Twitter 
that in addition to granting 
the humanitarian visa, Po- 
land would also help the run- 
ner to continue her sports 
career. “Poland always stands 


for Solidarity,” he said. 


Several hours after she en- 
tered the Polish embassy, 
Tsimanouskaya was still be- 
lieved to be inside. 


Czech Foreign Minister 
Jakub Kulhanek also tweeted 
that the Czech Republic has 
offered her asylum. 


The Belarus National Olym- 
pic Committee has been led 
for more than 25 years by au- 
thoritarian President Alexan- 
der Lukashenko and his son, 
Viktor. 


Both Lukashenkos are 
banned from the Tokyo 
Olympics by the IOC, which 
investigated complaints from 
athletes that they faced re- 
prisals and intimidation dur- 
ing the crackdown following 
the wave of anti-government 
protests over the last year. 





US expands Afghan refugee program as Taliban violence rises 


(AP) — The Biden ad- 
ministration on Monday 
expanded its efforts to 
assist at-risk Afghan citi- 
zens flee Taliban violence 
as fighting intensifies 
ahead of the U.S. military 
pullout at the end of the 
month. 


The State Department said 
it is widening the scope of 
Afghans eligible for refugee 
status in United States to in- 
clude current and former em- 
ployees of U.S.-based news 
organizations, U.S.-based aid 
and development agencies 
and other relief groups that 
receive U.S. funding. Cur- 
rent and former employees of 
the U.S. government and the 
NATO military operation 
who don't meet the criteria 
for a dedicated program for 
such workers are also cov- 
ered. 


However, the move comes 
with a major caveat that may 
severely limit the number of 
people who can benefit: ap- 


plicants must leave Afghani- 
stan to begin the adjudication 
process that may take 12-14 
months in a third country, 
and the U.S. does not intend 
to support their departures or 
stays there. 


Secretary of State Antony 
Blinken acknowledged the 
difficulties that applicants 
would face but said the U.S. 
remains committed to seek- 
ing a peaceful and secure Af- 
ghanistan. 


“This 1s incredibly hard,” he 
told reporters. “It is hard on 
so many levels, it’s hard to 
pick up and leave everything 
you know (and) it's hard to 
get yourself to a place where 
you can take advantage of 
what opportunities exist to 
see to apply for refugee sta- 
tus. And we recognize that 
this is. Alas, this is the case 
for millions of people around 
the world who find them- 
selves in very difficult situa- 
tions and particularly in Af- 
ehanistan now.” 


Nevertheless, the State De- 
partment said the move 
means that “many thou- 
sands” of Afghans and their 
immediate families will now 
have the opportunity to be 
permanently resettled in the 
U.S. as refugees that they 
did not previous have. The 
department could not offer a 
more specific number of how 
many might be eligible. 


“The U.S. objective remains 
a peaceful, secure Afghani- 
stan,” the department said ina 
statement. “However, in light 
of increased levels of Taliban 
violence, the U.S. govern- 
ment is working to provide 
certain Afghans, including 
those who worked with the 
United States, the opportu- 
nity for refugee resettlement 
to the United States.” 








The creation of a “Priority 2” 
category for Afghans within 
the U.S. Refugee Admissions 
Program is intended for Af- 
ghans and their immediate 


families who “may be at risk 
due to their U.S. affiliation” 
but aren’t able to get a Special 
Immigrant Visa because they 
did not work directly for the 
U.S. government or didn’t 
hold their government jobs 
long enough. 


To qualify for the Priority 2 
category, Afghans must be 
nominated by a U.S. govern- 
ment agency or by the most 
senior civilian U.S. citizen 
employee of a U.S-based me- 
dia outlet or nongovernmen- 
tal organization. 
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Turkey battles wildfires for 6th day; 10,000 are evacuated. 





(AP) — Selcuk Sanli set 
his two cows loose, put his 
family’s most treasured 
belongings in a car and 
fled his home as a wild- 
fire approached his village 
near Turkey’s beach resort 
of Bodrum, one of thou- 
sands fleeing flames that 
have coated the skies with 
a thick yellow haze. 


For the sixth straight day, 
Turkish firefighters battled 
Monday to control the blaz- 
es that are tearing through 
forests near Turkey’s beach 
destinations. Fed by strong 
winds and scorching tem- 
peratures, the fires that began 
Wednesday have left eight 
people dead. Residents and 
tourists have fled vacation re- 
sorts in flotillas of small boats 
or convoys of cars and trucks. 
Many villagers have lost their 
homes and farm animals and 
have had trouble breathing 
amid the heavy smoke. 


Overall, some 10,000 people 


have been evacuated in Mug- 
la province alone, Interior 
Minister Suleyman Soylu 
said Monday. 


Sanli returned to check on 
his house Monday in Boza- 
lan only to find that the fire 
had flared. 


“Property 1s an important part 
of life but life itself comes 
first,” he said as he prepared 
to leave once again. 





Agriculture and Forestry 
Minister Bekir Pakdemirli 
said on Twitter that crews 
were still tackling nine fires 
in the coastal provinces of 
Antalya and Mugla that are 
popular tourist areas. Other 
active fires were in the prov- 
inces of Isparta, Denizli, 
Izmir and Adana. 


Another fire in Tunceli, in 
southeast Turkey, was con- 
tained on Monday, the min- 
ister said earlier. In all, 137 
fires that broke out in over 30 


provinces since Wednesday 
have been extinguished. 


“We are going through days 
when the heat is above 40 
Celsius (104 Fahrenheit), 
where the winds are strong 
and humidity is extremely 
low,” Pakdemirli said. “We 
are struggling under such 
difficult conditions.” 


In Bozalan, Esra Sanli sobbed 
as she pointed at a fire raging 
near the village. 


“There’s no plane, there’s no 
helicopter, there’s no roads. 
How is this going to be ex- 
tinguished? How?” she said. 


Firetrucks, with their sirens 
on, drove toward Bozalan, 
while villagers were seen 
herding cows away from the 
area. 


On Sunday, residents were 
forced to evacuate the near- 
by village of Cokertme as 
flames neared. Some got on 
small boats and others left by 
cars as the fire got closer and 
closer — scenes that Ahmet 
Aras, the mayor of the nearby 
resort of Bodrum, described 
as “hell.” Precautions were 
taken to protect two nearby 
thermal power plants. 


An evacuation order was also 
issued for the town of Tu- 
runc, near the seaside resort 
of Marmaris in Mugla prov- 
ince. People carrying suitcas- 
es fled on small boats. 


Tourism Minister Mehmet 
Nuri Ersoy said Monday that 
some tourists were able to re- 
turn to their hotels after the 
threat dissipated. 


The EU said it helped mobi- 
lize firefighting planes from 
Croatia and Spain to help 
Turkey. Planes from Ukraine, 
Russia, Azerbaijan and Iran 
have also been fighting the 
blazes. Spain said it was send- 
ing two water-dumping air- 
craft and one transport plane 
as well as 27 soldiers to help. 


The EU announcement fol- 
lowed allegations that the 
Turkish government was 
compromising firefighting 
efforts by refusing help from 
Western nations. Pakdemirli 
refuted that, saying that the 
government had only refused 
offers for planes whose wa- 
ter-dumping capacities were 
less than five tons. A total of 
16 planes, 51 helicopters and 
more than 5,000 personnel 
were tackling the fires, he 
said. 


Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan’s govern- 
ment has also been widely 
criticized for failing to pur- 
chase state-of-the-art fire- 
fighting planes. 


In Marmaris, Mayor Mehm- 
et Oktay said fires were still 
burning in two locations and 
estimated that 11,000 hect- 
ares (28,000 acres) of forest 
had been incinerated. On 
Monday, a fire reached the 


edge of the village of Hisa- 
ronu, burning a number of 
homes and descending down 
a mountainside toward a road 
as police evacuated ambu- 
lance crews and journalists. 


“Our lungs have been burn- 
ing for the past five days,” 
Oktay told Haberturk televi- 


sion. 


The health minister, Fahret- 
tin Koca, said at least 27 peo- 
ple affected by the fires were 
still being treated in hospitals 
while hundreds of others had 


been treated and released. 


Soylu, the interior minister, 
said authorities were investi- 
gating the cause of the fires, 
including human “careless- 
ness” and possible sabotage 
by outlawed Kurdish mili- 
tants. He said one person was 
detained over allegations that 
he may have been paid by the 
group to start a fire. 


Experts, however, mostly 
point to climate change as 
being behind the fires, along 
with accidents caused by 
people. Erdogan has said one 
of the fires was started by 
children. 


A heat wave across southern 
Europe, fed by hot air from 
North Africa, has led to wild- 
fires across the Mediterra- 
nean, including in Italy and 
Greece, where people had to 
be evacuated by sea to escape 
the flames. 





Death toll triples to more than 300 in recent China flooding 


(AP) — More than 300 
people died in recent 
flooding in central China, 
authorities said Monday, 
three times the previously 
announced toll. 


The Henan provincial gov- 
ernment said 302 people 
died and 50 remain missing. 
The vast majority of the vic- 
tims were in Zhengzhou, the 
provincial capital, where 292 
died and 47 are missing. Ten 
others died in three other 
cities, officials said at a news 
conference in Zhengzhou. 


Record rainfall inundated 
the city on July 20, turning 
streets into rushing rivers 
and flooding at least part of 
a subway line. Video posted 
online showed vehicles be- 
ing washed away and desper- 
ate people trapped in subway 
cars as the waters rose. Four- 





teen people died in the sub- 
way flooding. 


The previous death toll, an- 
nounced Friday, was 99. 


Authorities said 189 people 
were killed by floods and 
mudslides, 54 in house col- 
lapses and 39 in underground 
areas such as basements and 
garages and including those 
on subway Line 5. The death 
toll remained at six in an ex- 
pressway tunnel from which 
247 vehicles were removed as 
it was drained. 


Wang Kai, the governor of 
Henan province, expressed 
deep condolences to the 
victims and sympathies to 
the families on behalf of the 
Henan Communist Party 
committee. 


The worst came after Zheng- 


zhou was hit by 20 centime- 
ters (8 inches) of rain in one 
hour starting at 4 p.m. on 
July 20, overwhelming the 
already drenched city. Chil- 
dren were trapped in schools, 
and stranded people stayed in 
their workplaces overnight. 





The rains headed north in the 
following days, hitting the 
Henan cities of Hebi, Anyang 
and Xinxiang. Seven people 
died and three are missing in 
Xinxiang, where record rains 
dropped more than 25 centi- 
meters (10 inches) of water 
in a 19-hour period. Henan 
is an inland county about 
620 kilometers (380 miles) 
southwest of Beijing. 


Authorities said that about 
250,000 hectares (625,000 
acres) of crops were de- 
stroyed and have estimated 
losses at more than 90 billion 


yuan ($14 billion). About 1.5 
million people were evacu- 
ated because of the rains and 
flooding. 





The central government 
has set up an investigation 
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team to evaluate the disas- 
ter response, summarize the 
lessons from it and hold ac- 
countable anyone guilty of 
dereliction of duty, Chinese 
media said. 
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American star Simone Biles to return for balance beam finals 


(AP) — Simone Biles is 
back. 


The 2016 Olympic gymnas- 
tics champion will return to 
competition in the balance 
beam final on Tuesday, a little 
over a week after stepping 
away from the meet to focus 
on her mental health. 





“We are so excited to confirm 
that you will see two U.S. 
athletes in the balance beam 
final tomorrow — Suni Lee 
AND Simone Biles!! Can’t 
wait to watch you both!” 
USA Gymnastics said in a 
statement. 


The 24-year-old Biles won 
bronze on beam in Rio de Ja- 
neiro five years ago and qual- 
ified for the eight-woman fi- 
nal at the Ariake Gymnastics 
Centre on the first weekend 
of the Games. 


She removed herself from 
the team final on July 27 after 
a shaky performance on vault 


She watched from the side- 
lines as her three American 
teammates completed the 
meet without her; the U.S. 
took silver behind the team 
known as the Russian Olym- 
pic Committee. 


The six-time Olympic med- 
alist later said she was dealing 
with issues surrounding air 
awareness, referred to as “the 
twisties” in her sport. 


Biles qualified for all five in- 
dividual event finals but took 
herself out of four of them: 
the all-around, vault, floor 
exercise and uneven bars. Lee 
earned the gold in the all- 
around, becoming the fifth 
straight American to claim 
the sport’s marquee title. 


Considered to be the great- 
est gymnast of all time and 
the unquestioned face of the 
U.S. Olympic movement 
when she arrived in Japan, 
Biles continued to train and 
be evaluated daily by the 


opting out of multiple finals. 
She has also been a fixture in 
the stands supporting Lee, 
MyKayla Skinner and Jade 
Carey while they competed 
in the event finals. 


She went into extensive de- 
tail about “the twisties” last 
week, explaining she lost the 
confidence of knowing what 
her body was going to do in 
midair. Its not the first time 
Biles dealt with the problem, 
though she did say the issues 
followed her to both uneven 
bars and beam. 


Previous bouts with the 
phenomenon were limited 
to floor exercise and vault, 
where more twisting ele- 
ments are required. 


“Pm really proud of her for 
coming back,” said American 
Jade Carey, who won gold on 
floor exercise Monday while 
Biles watched surrounded by 
the rest of the U.S. women’s 
team. “She’s been through a 
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ally proud and happy to see 
her going after beam.” 


Finishing her second Olym- 
pics — and perhaps her ca- 
reer — on balance beam is 
poetic justice of sorts for 
Biles. She got bronze in Rio 
despite grabbing the 4-inch 
piece of wood that's 4 feet off 
the ground when she almost 
slipped mid-routine. It was 
her fifth medal at the Games. 
The other four were gold. 
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the medal she earned in Bra- 
zil that she’s proudest of, and 
she’s taken to task those who 
called it a disappointment, 
using it as proof to the double 
standard she believes follows 
her whenever she competes. 


Athletes from all over — both 
at the Olympics and else- 
where — have rallied around 
her over the past week, prais- 
ing her courage for speaking 
up about the importance of 
mental health.

The Americans bounced 
back to beat New Zealand 
but then came a scoreless 
draw with Australia in the 
group stage. A 4-2 penalty 
shootout against the Nether- 
lands on Friday advanced the 
U.S. to the semifinals. 


The loss of goalkeeper Nae- 
her clearly hurt the U.S. She 
was key to the victory over 
the Dutch in the quarterfi- 
nals, with a penalty save dur- 
ing regulation and two more 
in the deciding shootout.

The previous time the U.S. 
played neighbor Canada in 
the Olympics was 2012 in 
a controversial semifinal 
match that went to overtime. 
Canadian star Christine Sin- 


the United States won it 4-3 
on Alex Morgan's header in 
the 123rd minute. 


The controversy stemmed 
from questionable calls, in- 
cluding a rare six-second vio- 
lation against Canadian goal- 
keeper Erin McLeod late in 
regulation. That touched off 
the sequence that resulted in 


the tying goal. 





Lloyd actually had two at- 
tempts against Canada. She 
fired off a shot in the 65th 
minute that forced Canadian 
goalkeeper Stephanie Labbe 
to leap to push it over the 
crossbar. A short time later, 
Labbe stopped Julie Ertz’s 
header off a corner from 
Rapinoe as the United States 
increased the pressure. 


“Definitely had a bit of a mo- 
mentum shift there in the 
second half, and came on 
strong,” Labbe said. “I think 
for us it was about staying 
tight defensively and that's 
something we've done all 
tournament.” 


Fridolina Rolfo scored in 
the 46th minute for Sweden 
in its victory over Australia. 
The Swedes also went to the 
final in the 2016 Olympics, 
but fell to Germany and took 
home the silver.

the 1,500, the 5,000 and the 
10,000. 








Its a never-before-attempted 
Olympic journey that will 
require six races over eight 
days. Its a journey most 
thought would be impossible 
even before the sort of fall 
that can take even the hearti- 
est of runners off the track. 

“To come back (11) hours af- 


ter that, and to run the race,” 
said silver medalist Hellen 
Obiri of Kenya, “and you can 
see that she’s great.” 


The 1,500-meter heat should 
have been a no-fuss warmup 
for Hassan’s main event later 
in the day. Running from the 
back, as is her preference, she 
was gearing up to make her 
move as the phalanx of 15 
runners approached the start 


of the final lap. 


But Kenya’s Edinah Jebitok 
stumbled and tumbled to the 
ground just in front of her. 
Hassan tried to save things by 
hurdling over her fallen op- 


ponent, but instead tripped 
and did half a barrel roll. 


Most runners might have 
called it a day, and Hassan 
said the thought crossed her 
mind for a split second. She 
could have filed a protest and 
potentially been moved along 
to the next round because the 
spill really wasn’t her fault. 

“But I told myself ‘No. I 
didn’t want to regret it later. 
I don’t want all the excuses,” 


she said. 


And so, in the span of two 
seconds, she was up again. 
What came next was one of 
the most remarkable 60-sec- 
ond laps in racing, as Hassan 
moved from the back of the 
pack, picking off runner af- 
ter runner. All she needed to 
advance was a top-six finish. 
She ended up taking first. 


“She closed in a 60-second

lap with a fall, so she proba- 
bly ran about a 55,” Canada’s 
5,000-meter runner Andrea 
Seccafien said. “So, yeah, 
she’s on another level for 
sure.” 


Exhausting work, but, Has- 
san conceded, “I felt like 
someone who drank 20 cups 
of coffee.” 


While social media blew up 
with tales of Hassan's re- 
covery, the track and field 
world waited through lunch 
and dinner to see what, if 
anything, she could possibly 
have left in the tank when she 
returned for her first gold- 
medal race. 


Turned out to be plenty. 
Lingering in the back, then 
the middle of the pack for 
the first 11 laps on a track 
still soaked by an earlier rain- 
storm, she kicked things in 
with about 250 meters left. 
She won the race going away, 
in 14 minutes, 36.79 seconds 
— a pedestrian time for her, 
but amazing considering the 
circumstances. 


“They were running so slow. 
I felt OK. Every lap I felt 
OK,” she said. “Like some- 
body who is getting energy. I 
was actually not tired.” 


Hassan was 1.57 seconds 
ahead of Obiri, and Ethiopia’s 
Gudaf Tsegay took bronze. 
While most runners col- 
lapsed and gasped for breath 
at the end, Hassan kept on 


walking, at one point point- 
ing to her chest and offering 
a look of amazement. 


At around the time she was 
wrapping up, the United 
States breathed a big sigh of 
relief when it captured its 
first gold medal of the track 
meet. It came unfashionably 
late — the end of Day 4 — 
and from an unlikely source: 
the women’s discus throw. 

Valarie Allman opened the fi- 
nal with a throw of 68.98 me- 
ters (226 feet, 3 inches), then 
waited through an hour- 
long rain delay and nearly 
50 throws by her competi- 
tion. Nobody passed her,and 
America had its first gold

medal of the meet. 

Earlier in the day, the Ameri- 
can favorite in the 100-me- 
ter hurdles, Keni Harrison, 
came in second to Jasmine 
Camacho-Quinn, who was 
born and raised in the United 
States but competes for her 
mother’s homeland, Puerto 
Rico. 


The day’s other gold went to 
Morocco steeplechaser Sou- 
fiane el-Bakkali, whose victo- 
ry ended 40 years of Kenyan 
dominance in the Olympics. 
The rest of the action in- 
volved preliminaries and 
medals ceremonies, and 
there were some great 1-2 
combinations on display. 
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
